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City Council Hears Protests 


On Cuts in C2 Bus Service

“When the agenda item dealing with changes in the C2 
bus route came up at the regular Greenbelt City Council 
meeting on March 14, Mayor Toni Bram asked if any mem- 
bers of the audience wished to comment on the proposal 
which would eliminate service beyond the Greenbelt Metro 
Station to central Greenbe=: At this invitation many hands 
were raised, making it clear which issue had brought out 
most of the citizens to this particular meeting. 


According to city intern Da- 
phne Quinn, Montgomery Coun- 
ty, which pays most of the cost 
for operating the C2 route, is 
looking for ways to reduce this, 


_ among other, transportation ex- 


penditures, and a public hearing 
has been scheduled in Rockville 
on Thursday, March 24, at 7 
p.m, to air these proposals, The 
city staff had recommended that 
the mayor or a council member 
attend the hearing “to present a 
strong, positive statement on 
Greenbelt’s (behalf.” 

By the time the city council 
meeting ended, however, it be- 
came clear that a delegation of 
aroused Greenbelt citizens would 
also attend the hearing. To assist 


public transportation to reach 
this ineconveniently located hear- 
ing, the city will provide trans- 
portation by means of the Dial- 
a-Ride bus to the first 10 people 
who reserve a space, which they 
may do by calling the city at 
474-8004. The bus will leave from 
the city at 6:15, 


Proposed Route Change 


Currently the C2 route runs 
between the Twinbrook Metro 


station in Montgomery County 
and the historie section of Green- 
belt. En route it stops at the 
Wheaton Plaza Metro Station, 
the University of Maryland, Belt- 
way Plaza, Charlestowne Village. 
University Square and the Green- 
belt Metro Station. By eliminat- 
ing the section of the run beyond 
the Metro Station, the new route

Board Gears for Annual Meeting

One issue — salaries dis- 
closure — and one procedure 
— paper ballots and a ballot 
box — provided plenty of 
fodder at the March 10 
meeting as the Greenbelt 
Homes Inc. Board of Direct- 
ors grappled with plans for 
creating a smoother-running 
next annual meeting. Almost 
no members were in the 
audience, however, to join 
the discussion. Aside from 
elected officials and_ staff, 
two committee members and 
one reporter attended the 
meeting. 

Ballot Box 

The Nominations and Elections 
(N & E) Committee recommend- 
ed using a ballot box and paper 
ballots for those members wish- 
ing to vote immediately follow- 
ing the annual meeting on Sun- 
day afternoon, May 22 at Green- 
pelt Elementary School, Voting 
machines would then be avail- 
able on Monday, May 23 from 
7 am. to 8 p.m. at the Munici- 
pal Building, Members will be 
electing half of the board of 


directors and the three-member 
Audit Committee. 

Board member Wayne Williams 
objected since the use of paper 
ballots had been discontinued by 
GHI many years ago because of 
the “outery” of those who ques- 
tioned the security of the ballot 
box. While he himself had no 
problems with the N & E pro- 
posal, he saw no reason to re- 
visit unnecessary problems. Board 
member Kathleen Weber agreed. 


A move to support the N & 
E Committee’s recommendations 
failed on a 2 to 3 vote with 
Board members Keith Jahoda and 
Bill Phelan voting yes and Wil- 
liams, Weber and Don Comis 
veting no, (Board members Car- 
ole Levine, who was out of the 
country, Chuck Hess, who was 
ill, and John O’Boyle, who ar- 
rived later in the meeting. were 
not present to vote.) Comis’ mo- 
tion to delay a decision for two 
weeks to give the N & E Com- 
mittee time to bring forward new 
recommendations was then ap- 
proved unanimously. 

Special Amendment 

Board members present al] ex- 
pressed pleasure with the effort 
of President Alan Freas to pro- 
duce a simple by-law amend- 


ment on the disclosure of em- 
ployee salaries: “Employee per- 
sonne] files. Employee salaries 
and other compensation (shall) 
(shall not) be considered to be 
a part of the personne! files.” 


Freas wants the fullest in- 
volvement within the GHI com- 
munity in solving this lingering 
sore spot. Should the salaries of 
individual employees be available 
to members?—Yes or No, The 
amendment, he felt, shoulc be 
simply stated and very clear. 


Comis asked that the reference 
in the motion to board member 
be deleted since the board, by 
vote, had already agreed to pro- 
vide detailed but confidential sal- 
ary information to itself. While 
he did not think a by-law change 
was required, he said Freas’ 
amendment “looks good.” Phelan 
was satisfied that the language 
of the amendment was not “par- 
tial to either camp.” He wanted 
the amendment to appear in the 
local newspaper with an open 
discussion to follow at the next 
board meeting (March 24). 


Williams also supported the 
simple Yes-No approach, but 
wanted the general manager’s 
salary not to be included, Jahoda

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PRAB Supports Loop Trail 
Around Greenbrook Lake

On February 16 the Park and Recreation Advisory 
Board (PRAB) held a public information meeting to hear 
the views of Greenbrook residents and their civic associa- 
tions concerning design options for lakeside trails at the 
proposed Greenbrook Lake to be constructed at the north 
end of Schrom Hills Park. The city council was expected 
to review the plans for final approval at a later meeting. 


The lake, to be sited at 
Sehrom Hills Park, would be two 
acres in size, less than ‘half the 
size originally planned. (Green- 
belt Lake is 26 acres.) The new 
lake is to be built in two parts 
divided by a spillway, making a 
waterfall effect possible. 

Michael T. Rose, developer of 
the Greenbrock homes, originally 
deeded part of the land to the 
Maryland-National Capita] Park 
and Planning Commission (MN- 
CPPC); the remainder was pur- 
chased. MNCPPC then deeded the 
entire parcel to the City of 
Greenbelt, the present owner of 
the land, Much of the parcel con- 
sists of wetlands, which are pro- 
tected by federal law. The Fish 
and Wildlife Department has sur- 
veyed the area, finding such 
species as ducks, squirrels, and 


- herons, and concluded the animal 


habitat is “not remarkable” and 


will adapt to the proposed lake © 


development. 

The wetlands issue makes for 
a delicate balancing act in plan- 
ning the lake paths, since the 
Army Corps of Engineers has 
limited incursions into the wet- 
land for paths to one acre. That 
means that the more extensive 
the path network planned, the 
smaller the lake will thave to be. 


PRAB Public Meeting 
The lake has been under study 
for several months by PRAB, 
which held the public informa- 
tion meeting. About 20 citizens 
turned out to express their opin- 
ions, Paths and public access to 
the lake at Schrom Hills Park 
have ‘been a continuing concern 
of PRAB throughout the plan- 
ning process, since insufficient 
paths would limit the ability of 

citizens to use the park. 

Different Trail Options 
Greenbelt City Planner Celia 
Wilson and Brian Sullivan of 
Greenman-Pederson, a consulting 
firm, presented plans and pro- 
posals for five different trail 
options. The first choice of the 
majority of the audience (pri- 
marily residents of Greenbrook 
Village), was a minimal plan

providing a necessary mainte- 
nance trail south of the lake, 
with an additional loop to tie 
into adjacent neighborhood trail 
stubs. Direct access to the lake 
would be limited to two mainte- 
nance points on the south shore. 
There would be no public access 
to the lake from the northern 
side—a plus in the view of Green- 
brook residents concerned about 
protecting the privacy of their 
houses, 

However, PRIAB voted 5-4 to 
recommend a more extensive 
plan, featuring a complete loop 
around the lake, including some 
boardwalk. PRIAB’s recommen- 
dation reflected the view of a 
majority of the Board that safe, 
planned public access to the lake 
and its setting was fundamental. 

The City Council will make 
the final decision, once a wetland 


construction permit has been is- 


sued by the ‘County. 

Goals of the Lake Construction 

Project 

According to Wilson, the aims 
of the Greenbrook Lake project 
concern water quality and quan- 
tity, as well as esthetics and 
recreation, Although a stream 
runs through the area and will 
provide a base flow, the pond 
will be fed largely by surface 
runoff carrying the inevitable 
pollutants from _ construction, 
streets, and other sources. In 
the pond these pollutants will 
settle out, thus helping safeguard 
the purity of the Chesapeake 
Bay, where water flowing out of 
the pond will eventually wind up. 

Contro] of flooding is another 
goal. The lake will provide a 
large basin for containing storm- 
water so that it does not over- 
flew into developed areas. At 
present, some 30 townhouses 
could be at risk of flooding in 
the event of a 100-year or even 
10-year storm, with 6 to 12 of 
the homes nearest the site in 
immediate danger. 


Finally, it is expected that the 
new lake will blend in with 
Schrom Hills Park and offer 
Greenbelters an attractive new 
neighborhood and community 
facility.

A Greenbelt Gardener

Evergreen plants really bright- 
en up the dreary brown and gray 
landseape this time of year. And 
their.green leaves are a promise 
of spring yet to. come. They. are 
wonderful “plants since many of 
them are neat in shape, easy to 
grow, and carefree to maintain. 

Look at the evergreens grow- 
ing around the city to get an idea 
of what you could grow in your 
own yard. Along Crescent Road 
across from the fire house is a 
huge grove of tholly trees. Think 
about it—how nice it is to see 
all that green in winter and how 
well they block the view of the 
houses on Woodland Way so that 
they give the effect of deep 
woods. 

A grove of trees cannct be 
planted in most yards, but sev- 
eral trees planted together can 
give the effect of a grove. As 
examples notice the two huge 
white pine trees on Eastway and 
the several hemlock trees at the 
corner of Ridge Road and North- 
way. 

Several evergreen trees and 
bushes of different types planted 
together can, with their variety 
of shapes, shades of green, and 
leaf shape, give a pleasing effect 
of a garden planted all in green. 
A great example of this is lo- 
cated just to the left as you 
enter the Lake Park. And an 
example of how. this can work 
in a moderate sized yard can 
be found in 45 court of Ridge 
Road, This house, seen by many 
on the GHI thouse tours, is lo- 
cated next to the huge play- 
ground between. Northway, Hill- 
side, and Ridge Roads. The for- 
mer resident did a superb . job 
of making an all evergreen gar- 
den by using dozens of plants. 

Evergreens, are. often planted 
near public buildings of all .sorts 
as a carefree way to add. year- 
round color and give dignity and 
style to the building. St. Hugh’s 
Catholic Church on . Crescent 
Road has an excellent display of 
a number of evergreens of dif- 
ferent shapes and sizes planted 
in front. Think how good they 
look and then think how a similar 
effect would look in front of 
your house, 

Evergreens can be grown in 





a row for their looks or as a 
privacy hedge. The hemlock 
hedge planted along the Hillside 
Road side of the Community 
Church is an example of this, as 
are the hemlock hedges on the 
sides of the Greenbelt Elemen- 
tary School property. 

One or two evergreen trees 
can ‘be used as an .accent point 
for the whole yard. An example 
of this from the Community 
Chureh property are the two 
large evergreen trees that are 
on either side of the front of 
the church, The bluish tinted tree 
is Colorado Blue Spruce, Anoth- 
er blue spruce, (variety Hoops':) 
is in the plantings by the Youth 
Center. 

When choosing an evergreen 
tree for your property remem- 
ber that many of them grow very 
big, so try to avoid the look 
of the-tree-that-ate-the-house. A 
huge evergreen tree next to a 
house looks bad and really shades 
the house too much. Try plant- 
ing your tree away from the 
house a bit, even 12 feet or so 
will make a difference in appear- 
ance, Or plant smaller trees, such 
as some varieties of holly trees. 

One last good point about 
evergreen trees—they provide 
much needed shelter for the birds 
this time of year.

suggested that the language he 
sent to the attorney prior to the 
vote at the annual meeting rath- 
er than afterwards, as had hap- 
pened at the last annual meeting 
when those members who voted 
to disclose salary information felt 
thwarted by the advice of the 
attorney to the board that the 
vote was not binding. 

Freas suggested that the issue 
be placed on the March 24 board 
meeting agenda and that he 
would make some modifications 
in his amendment. The board 
agreed. 

The board found several rea- 
sons to talk trees at the last 
two board meetings. At the Feb- 
ruary 24 meeting, a review of 
the lengthy report on the prob- 
lem of cracks in masonry build- 
{ngs turned into a discussion on 
the role of trees. The cracks have 
arisen from extreme changes in 
the clay soil conditions under the 
buildings. As days get wet, it 
expands and as the clay dries, 
it shrinks, The actual movement, 
as measured on some seriously 
affected ‘buildings, is significant, 
acording to Director of Technical 
Services Jay Freedman. 

Changes are not only seasonal 
—wet winter and spring months, 
dry summer and fall months— 
but even daily. Depending on 
rainfall, one building was meas- 
ured in one day to be moving 
at different rates and at differ- 
ent directions at its extreme 
ends. A number of studies and 
plans were explained in detail 
in the report, 

Phelan pointed out that large 
trees planted near buildings make 
the problem worse, as they drink 
vast quantities of water during

their growing season, making the 
soil even drier than it would 
normally be. He felt, and some 
others agreed, that the board 
needs to take a new look at its 
tree policy. 

Freedman spoke of GHI’s ef- 
forts during rehab to remov2 
trees that were within three feet 
of a building if they caused a 
problem. Phelan thought that a 
large oak tree at 20-30 feet from 
a ‘building could be a problem. 
Weber brought up the board’s 
previous refusal to allow a mem- 
ber to remove a tree he felt was 
too close to his house and was 
the source of prcedblems, She sug- 
gested a tree policy review. 

At the March 10 meeting, Phe- 
lan suggested that GHI, when 
the budget permits, add a trained 
arborist to the staff. He thought 
there were many instances in 
which expert advice.on what to 
do and how to do it would be 
needed. “We have a master car- 
penter to supervise the carpen- 
ters and a master plumber to 
supervise the plumbers,” he said. 
“But for ground maintenance we 
don’t have anyone like that.” 

“Our thinking about trees and 
the physical landscape,” said 
Audit Committee member Alan 
Turnbull, “should get as much 
eare as we give to finances and 
structures.” "ee on

Trails Subcommittee 


Discusses Goals 
by Doug Love 
On Wednesday, February 23, 
representatives from many in- 
terested groups met at the Police 
Station to plan trails mainte- 
nance in the woods around Green- 
belt. This group had been form- 
ed several years ago as a joint 
subcommittee of the Committee 
to Save the Green Belt and the 
Greenbelt Greens, and now boasts 
members from tthe Bicycle Coali- 
tion and local scouting groups. 


The trails maintenance sub- 
committee proposes ¢o maintain 
the trails, so that city personnel 
will not need to work on them. 
The city is welcome to loan 
equipment to the committee and 
provide resources such as wood 
chips and diving boards, which 
the subcommittee members will 
haul into the woods in nonmotor- 
ized containers. 

There was some concern ex- 
pressed that “trails maintenance 
sounds like bulldozers and trucks 
in the woods spreading asphalt.” 
The goals of the Trails Mainte- 
nance Committee are to keep the 
woods looking natural by clean- 
ing up the existing trails and 
fixing erosion problems. One 
activist suggested that one goal 
would be to “keep the cilty out 
of the woods.” Another member 
clarified this by stating that 
he didnt want his tax money 
going towards trail maintenance, 
and he would rather see a dedi- 
cated group of volunteers do the 
work.

ing west. There would be no 
cirect route, in any case, between 
Greenbelt and the University of 
Maryland, which was a major 
concern to many citizens who 
work at the University, 
Speaking to this point, for ex- 
ample, was Dave Black of 20 
court of Ridge, who says that 
he rides the C2 every day to and 
from his job. Because of vision 
difficulties he is unable to drive. 


Norene Yoch of Lakecrest 
Drive addressed herself to the 
question of low ridership, pre- 
sumably the basis for the pro- 
posal to eliminate this portion 
of the route. She felt that the 
three-month trial period was in- 
adequate, especially since it en- 
compassed the ‘Christmas and 
New Year holiday season and the 
extraordinary ice storms which 
had closed down many businesses 
and institutions for a number of 
days. 


She described having observed 
a person evidently counting pas- 
sengers on the 7 a.m. run one 
morning: as she watched, he con- 
tinually kept dropping off to 
sleep, his head nodding and his 
pencil drifting across the page. 
She knew that he missed many 
of the passengers who got on 
and off. Although the bus is 
rever full, she conceded. there 
are always other passengers. at 
any time of the day or night, 
when she gets on, 


Besides the season of the first 
three months of the run, che 
noted that Metro had offered 
virtually no promotion of the new 
route, and had even slightly 


changed the schedule, making it. 


earlier by ta few minutes. without 
notification. She felt sure that

many as a result must have 
missed their rides, To seek to 
alter the route now, after su 
brief a trial, appeared to her 
“premature.” 

She informed council members 
that a bill was pending before 
the State Legislature, HB 749, 
which would designate four years 
-—nvt a mere three months—for 
a new route to stash itself. 
The bill’s rationale is that it 
“takes time for a newly com- 
pleted mass transit bus or raii 
te achieve projected usage.” She 
wondered if the March 24 hear- 
ing had been scheduled so early 
precisely to circuvent this legis- 
lation, if it should pass. 

Yoch also speculated whether 
a urion disagreement might not 
be involved, as well. since she 
understood that the R12 and T15 
route dYivers were members of 
the Teamsters Union and the C2 
was controlled ‘by ‘Amalgamated. 


Cost of Ridership 

Paul Gilman of 67 court of 
Ridge spoke of the high costs of 
traveling ‘by Metro, which in 
effect subsidizes automobile 
transportation, he argued. He 
noted that it is cheaper to travel 
to Baltimore by MARC train 
than to the District by Metro. 
MARC has worked out an agree- 
ment whereby its passengers have 
free ‘bus transfers at either end. 
On Metro, on the other hand. its 
own passengers must pay addi- 
tionally for bus connections. 

A monthly pass to Baltimore. 
including bus travel. is only 
$113. he said, while to the Dis- 
trict by Metro pass and bus is 
$130, “It becomes extremely in- 
convenient to take a bus, and 
extremely expensive.” he said. 

County Subsidy? 

Doug Love, who held up a copy 
of a newly published Metro route 
map, pointed out that the C2 
route is half in Montgomer 


County and ‘half in Prince Geor- 
ges. “It would make sense for 
Prince Georges to pay half the 
cost of the iine,” he said. 

Barry Schlesinger suggested 
that money saved by cutting 
routes should tbe given to the 
county where the services are 
cut. “That should help Montgom- 
ery County to find ways to save 
money,” he urged. 

Council member Rodney Rob- 
erts noted tnat those segments 
of Montgomery County routes te 
be cut will ibe served by Ride-On 
‘buses. No such alternative ser- 
vice will be offered in Prince 


Georges County. 


Hearing Strategy 

These are “strong points” which 
had been raised bby citizens, said 
council member Tom White. He 
urged that they be included in 
the official statement being pre- 
pared by the city. Council] mem- 
ber Ed Putens agreed about the 
high quality of the testimony. 
City Manager Daniel Hobbs sai? 
that the city staff would prepare 
a one-page handout for the Rock- 
ville hearing in which they would 
jist in a bullet format the var- 
ious talking points brought out at 
the council meeting.
